“Hansel  and  Gretel,”  Humperdinck’s  famous  opera,  has 
been  chosen  for  presentation  as  the  annual  “Y”  musical  pro- 
duction under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Richard  P.  Condie. 

The  casting  of  characters  is  not  yet  complete,  but  those 
chosen  to  date  are  as  follows:  Hansel  a«d  Gretel,  the  children, 

Farris  Edgley  and  Alice  Carlson;® 

Gertrude,  the  mother,  Alicebeth 
Whiteley;  the  witch  who  eats  chil- 
dren, Mary  McGregor.  Characters 
representing  Peter,  the  Broommak- 
er,  the  Sandman,  and  the  Dewman 
have  not  as  yet  been  selected.'  A 
chorus  of  children  and  a group  of 
angels  will  be  chosen  from  the  la- 
dies glee  club. 

The  opera,  written  in  three  acts, 
has  but  three  scenes,  the  home  of 
Peter  the  Broommaker,  the  forest, 
and  the  house  of  the  witch. 

Although  the  story  has  been 
changed  slightly,  it  still  follows  the 
same  theme  as  the  original  fairy 
tale,  “Hansel  and  Gretel.”  The  auth- 
or first  wrote  the  production  as  a 
small,  light  operetta  for  his  sister’s 
children.  Upon  its  first  presenta- 
tion it  won  immediate  and  lasting 
popularity,  and  since  that  time,  the 
rewritten  and  enlarged  opera  has 
been  in  constant  favor  and  enjoyed 
successful  repetition  in  the  great 
opera  houses  of  the  world. 

Humperdinck’s  style  very  close- 
ly resembles  that  of  Wagner.  This 
is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  he 
worked  and  studied  with  Wagner, 
and  greatly  admired  his  genius. 

Professor  T.  Earl  Pordoe  will 
act  as  dramatic  director,  and  will 
supervise  the  staging  of  the  produc- 
tion, which  is  scheduled  for  presen- 
tation in  College  hall  on  March  12, 

13,  and  14. 


Anderson  Explains 
Territorial  Dispute 
Of  France,  Germany 

“The  dispute  between  France 
and  Germany  is  essentially  the  dis- 
put  over  Alsace  Lorraine,  the  source 
of  age-old  conflicts  between  these 
two  countries,”  James  Anderson 
maintained  in  an  address  before 
■ the  International  Relations  club 
Monday.  * 

He  further  illustrated  that  these 
two  nations  are  antagonistic  in 
government  and  culture.  In  a large- 
ly different  background  they  find 
no  common  ties  nor  mutual  inter- 
ests, he  said.  French  is  no  longer 
taught  in  the  elementary  schools  of 
Germany  as  it  has  been  in  the  past. 
Only  in  higher  educational  institu- 
tions is  it  now  offered,  for  French 
language  as  well  as  French  govern- 
ment and  culture  is  held  in  disre- 
pute by  the  general  German  public 
and  by  German  agitators  in  partic- 
ular. 

Germany  is  keenly  aware  of  the 
injustice  and  inequality  of  the  .pro- 
visions of  the  Versaille  treaty  and 
at  all  costs  will  remedy  these,  An- 
derson revealed  in  the  course  of 
his  lecture. 

Alsace  Lorraine  would  prefer  not 
to  cater  to  either  country.  “Indus- 
trial conditions  are  in  the  lurch, 
politically  France  is  not  strong,  and 
from  a military  point  of  view  she  is 
weak  and  unfortified.  Yet  she  wish- 
es to  retain  her  supremacy.  Ger- 
• many  and  France  have  not  attain- 
ed the  international  mind  in  regard 
to  each  other,  yet  this  is  most  es- 
sential for  European  peace,”  Ander- 
son suggested. 


Adhering  to  a consistently  for- 
mal plan  throughout,  the  1936  Jun- 
ior Prom,  to  be  held  Friday,  Feb- 
ruary 28,  will  dispense  with  the  or- 
dering of  ladies’  corsages  and  with 
dance  programs,  it  was  announced 
today  by  Elmer  Crowley,  Prom 
chairman. 

Corsages  will  be  entirely  an  indi- 
vidual matter.  A corsage  being  part 
of  a lady’s  costume,  it  should  match 
her  dress.  This  becomes  impossible 
when  they  are  passed  out  as  cou- 
ples enter  the  dance. 

“A  gentleman  will  find  out  from 
his  partner  what  color  her  dress  is 
beforehand,”  said  Crowley,  “And 
order  flowers  to  harmonize.” 

Arrangements  have  been  made 
with  the  Provo  greenhouse  where- 
by those  having  Prom  tickets  will 
receive  special  consideration  and  a 
reduction  in  price  on  'flowers. 

The  decision  to  do  away  with 
dance  programs  was  made  in  view 
of  the  recent  trend  toward  strict 
formal  procedure  and  is  in  accord- 
ance with  highest  principles  of  eti- 
quette. Dances  will  be  traded  dur- 
ing the  encore  of  each  number,  and 
only  the  succeeding  dance  will  be 
traded. 

“This  arrangement  will  make  for 
a much  better  atmosphere,”  ex- 
plained Crowley.  “There  will  be 
no  fussy  manipulating  of  pencil  and 
paper,  no  rushing  about  and  when 
an  especially  dreamy  waltz  comes, 
you  won’t  wake  up  to  the  sad  rea- 
lization that  you’ve  traded  it  with 
someone.”

Ekdal.  He  extracted  every  shred , 
of  humor  from  the  part  and  yet  re- 
tained admirably  the  pathos  of  the 
old  man’s  life.

Ermel  J.  Morton  was  appointed 
associate  editor  of  the  Y News 
Wednesday  by  Editor  John  Domi- 
na.  Mr.  Morton  has  previously 
made  a fine  record  as  re-write  edit- 
or and  has  given  good  service  on 
the  staff,  according  to  Mr.  Domina. 
He  will  continue  his  work  in  re- 
writing and  will  have  additional  du- 
ties on  the  copy  desk.  Roy  Hudson 
also  serves  as  associate  editor  in 
charge  of  makeup. 


One  of  the  outstanding  lectures 
on  the  lyceum  schedule  for  this 
year  will  be  presented  at  devotional 
W'ednesday  when  “Upton  Close,” 
(Josef  Washington  Hall)  Ameri- 
ca’s leading  interpreter  of  Asia  and 
an  authority  on  far  Eastern  prob- 
lems, makes  his  first  appearance 
before  the  Brigham  Young  univer- 
sity student  body. 

For  sixteen  years  Mr.  Close  has 
ridden,  tramped,  and  wheelbarrow- 
ed  all  over  Asia,  the  world’s  larg- 
est and  most  picturesque  continent. 
He  has  been  in  almost  every  corner 
of  India,  China,  Manchuria,  Japan, 
and  Russia,- and  has  probably  had 
more  harrowing  experiences  than 
any  other  American  explorer. 

Mr.  Close  is  a frequent  contrib- 
utor to  at  least  12  outstanding  Am- 
erican periodicals  and  has  written 
six  significant  books  on  the  Orient, 
among  which  are  “Moonlady,’’  a 
romance  of  China,  and  “Revolt  of 
Asia,”  which  depicts  the  end  of 
the  white  man’s  world  dominance. 

Special  Investigator 

Throughout  the  Japanese  invas- 
ion of  Shantung  in  1917  - 18  Mr. 
Close  acted  as  special  investigator 
for  the  United  States  government. 
He  has  taken  part  as  staff  officer 
in  several  Chinese  wars,  and  has 
had  many  thrilling  experiences  in 
Chinese  famines  and  floods.  He  has 
been  reported  dead  twice;  once 
when  on  the  edge  of  the  Gobi  des- 
ert, and  again  when  in  Hongkong. 
The  second  time  he  was  rescued  by 
a Chinese  girl. 

At  one  time  he  was  on  the  staff 
of  a Chinese  dictator,  Wu  Pei-fu, 
and  has  helped  to  install  a Chinese 
president.  He  has  traveled  more 
than  a half-million  miles  during  the 
forty  years  he  has  lived,  and  every 
mile  has  been  packed  with  thrills 
and  excitement. 

With  all  this,  Upton  Close’s  tru- 
est side  is  that  of  the  poet.  He  is  a 
translator  of  Chinese  and  Japan- 
ese poetry,  and  one  of  the  finest 
readers  of  ppetry  in  America.  For 
three  years  he  taught  Chinese  and 
Japanese  literature  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Washington.  He  has  lectured 
on  Chinese  and  Japanese  poetry  at 
the  University  of  Hawaii,  Colum- 
bia university,  and  many  other 
institutions. 


Complete  rejuvenation  of  the 
school  constitution  was  undertak- 
en by  the  student  council  at  a 
lengthy  session  Monday  evening.

The  council  expects  to  have  the 
constitution  completely  finished  in 
time  to  vote  for  its  adoption  before 
the  election  of  next  year’s  publi- 
cation officers,  according  to  Virgil 
Wedge,  student  body  president. 

One  of  the  major  changes  to 
date  concerns  the  primary  elections 
for  student  offices.  Formerly  in  the 
semi-finals  each  student  was  al- 
lowed to  vote  for  two  candidates. 
According  to  Mr.  Wedge  this  often 
allowed  a comparitively  “weak 
sister”  to  get  into  the  finals  be- 
cause students  would  vote  for  their 
favorite,  and  then  for  the  one  who 
they  thought  would  give  him  the 
least  competition.  If  the  new  set-up 
is  adopted,  each  student  would  vote 
only  once  in  the  semi-finals,  insur- 
ing the  two  strongest  candidates 
places  in  the  final*  elections. 

Upon  its  completion  the  new  con- 
stitution will  be  placed  upon  the 
bulletin  board  for  inspection  by 
students.

“A  man  may  go  upward  if  he 
has  the  faith  and  courage  to  believe 
in  his  destiny,”  said  Mr.  Callis. 
“Joseph  Smith  and  Abraham  Lin- 
coln were  born  but  five  years  apart; 
they  traveled  different  paths  but 
with  the  same  high  aims  in  view, 
they  both  succeeded.  Both  were 
killed  later  by  an  asassin’s  bullets. 

“These  men  were  playing  their 
part  on  the  stage  of  life.  We  have 
ours  to  play  also.  I plead  this  morn- 
ing for  the  nobility  of  ascent  — 
ascent  to  great  heights  regardless 
of  birth.”

Callis  enumerated  the  fine  traits 
of  Lincoln’s  character  and  exhorted 
students  to  follow  his  lead  in  carv- 
ing out  high  places.

Young  Violinist  Possesses  * Absolute  Pitch*

Corrects  Musician  Fs^ther  When  He  Is  Out  Of  Tune 


How  would  you  like  to  be  a well- 
known  violinist,  practising  on  your 
violin  and  have  your  three-and-a- 
half-yeac-old  daughter  inform  you 
that  you  are  out  of  tune  and  then 
prove  it  by  striking  the  right  note 
on  the  piano? 

This  is  what  happened  to  the 
father  of  Dearwyn  Sardoni,  B.Y.U. 
sophomore  from  Grand  Junction, 
Colorado.  Astounded,  he  told  Dear- 
wyn to  turn  her  back  and  tell  him 
the  names  of  the  notes  he  struck  on 
the  piano.  When  she  had  done  this 
without  a single  mistake,  Mr.  Sar- 
doni knew  that  his  little  girl  pos- 
sessed that  very  rare  quality,  “ab- 
solute pitch”.  This  natural  gift 
belongs  to  only  five  or  six  people 
in  the  United  States,  and  Dearwyn 
feels  very  fortunate  to  be  one  of 


those  few. 

When  she  was  five  years  old, 
Dearwyn  appeared  at  the  old  Pan- 
tages  theatre  in  Salt  Lake  City  for 
a week  and  then  later  on  programs 
for  the  K.S.L.  children’s  hour. 

Without  looking,  Miss  Sardoni  is 
able  to  tel!  any  note  or  chord,  not 
over  ten  notes,  that  is  struck  on  the 
piano.  She  can  also  take  a sheet  of 
music  and  start  singing  in  the  right 
key.  In  public  school,  she  took  the 
place  of  a mouth  organ  for  her 
teacher  by  sounding  the  tunes  for 
the  other  pupils. 

The  cause  of  “absolute  pitch”  is 
unknown.  Dearwyn  cannot  under- 
stand why  everyone  is  not  able  to 
do  the  same  thing.  None  of  the 
other  members  of  her  musical  fam- 
ily possesses  this  ability. 


Dearwyn’s  ambition  is  to  become 
a solo  violinist  and  at  the  present 
time  she  holds  that  position  in  the 
B.Y.U.  symphony  orchestra.  It 
is  to  Professor  Robertson,  inci- 
dentally, that  she  i$  indebted  for 
being  at  the  “Y.”  It  is  he  who  pre- 
sented her  with  a musical  scholar- 
ship after  hearing  her  play  in  a 
contest  two  years  ago.  Professor 
Robertson  is  the  only  other  person 
beside  her  father  from  whom  Dear- 
wyn has  been  permitted  to  take 
lessons,  and  these  two  men  are  the 
prime  factors  in  encouraging  her 
career. 

Dearwyn  is  also  fond  of  hiking 
and  tennis  and  may  take  a minor 
in  English,  but  her  first  love,  the 
violin,  remains  the  chief  interest  in 
her  life.

Assistance  has  already  been 
pledged  to  aid  in  financing  the  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  the 
structure  by  several  alumni  and 
other  supporters.

It  is  hoped  that  the  building 
will  be  completed  by  the  opening 
of  school  next  fall. 

Preliminary  plans  for  the  build- 
ing have  been  completed  by  Ar- 
chitect Joseph  Nelson,  Professors 
G.  Ott  Romney,  Charles  J.  Hart, 
W'ilma  Jeppson,  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  physical  education  facul- 
ty. A blue-print  model  of  the  struc- 
ture has  been  drawn  up. 

One-Story  Structure 

The  plans  provide  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a long,  one-story  concrete 
structure,  parallel  to  the  running 
track  on  the  west  side  of  the  field  at 
the  stadium.  Shower  rooms,  lock- 
ers, dressing  rooms,  toilets,  and  a 
first-aid  room  are  contemplated. 
Such  a house  would  form  the  basis 
for  bleachers  when  additional  seat- 
ing capacity  is  needed  on  that  side. 

It  is  believed  that  such  a build- 
ing would  promote  general  stud- 
ent participation  in  intramural 
sports  and'  games  and  in  intercolle- 
giate athletics.  It  will  be  not  only 
useful  to  the  track  and  football 
teams  of  the  university  but  also 
to  visiting  athletes.  Present  facili- 
ties are  entirely  inadequate  for  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  physical  educa- 
tion, for  the  invitational  track  meet 
held  in  April,  and  visiting  athletes. 

Demands  for  such  a structure 
have  come  from  several  sources 
ever  since  the  stadium  was  built 
to  its  present  stage  in  1928,”  de- 
clared President  F.  S.  Harris.  “We 
believe  that  the  building  would 
prove  a stimulus  ’to  wider  partici- 
pation in  intramural  sports  and  an 
aid  to  intercollegiate  athletics  in 
autumn  and  spring  each  year.”

The  B.Y.U.  bill  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  school  districts  was  passed 
almost  unanimously  at  the  “mock” 
legislature  held  Friday  and  Satur- 
day at  Salt  Lake  City,  according  to 
Otis  Burton,  “Y”  representative. 
The  bill  provided  for  the  limiting 
of  the  number  of  school  districts  in 
the  State  of  Utah  to  six  and  was 
carried  more  easily  than  any  of  the 
bills  presented  for  discussion. 

The  “mock”  legislature  took  the 
place  of  the  usual  triangular  debate 
between  U.S.A.C.,  U.  of  U.  and  B. 
Y.U.  The  “legislators”  were  com- 
plimented on  the  way  in  which  the 
session  was  carried  out. 

“Your  debate,  discussion  and 
method  of  procedure  was  more  bril- 
liantly executed  than  that  of  the 
regular  legislature,”  said  the  lead- 
er of  the  majority  from  the  last 
session  of  the  State  legislature, 
who  was  in  attendance  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  three  schools.

At 
recent  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  board  of  trustees 
general  plans  for  the  session  to  be 
gin  June  15  were  approved. 

A group  of  nationally  known  ex- 
perts to  augment  the  regular  facul- 
ty, most  of  whom  will  be  on  hand, 
are  now  being  selected.  Both  local 
and  nationally  known  experts  are 
being  selected  in  the  field  of  ele- 
mentary education.  The  aim  is  to 
give  teachers  of  this  region  the  op- 
portunity to  gain  a thorough  know- 
ledge of  profound  changes  now  oc- 
curring in  this  basic  educational 
division,  according  to  President 
Harris. 

A program  for  public  high 
school  and  L.D.S.  seminary  teach- 
ers emphasizing  two  special  fields 
will  be  provided.  These  fields  are 
in  pupil  personnel  guidance  and 
research  methods  and  thesis  prep- 
aration. “This  stress  on  research 
fits  in  with  the  Church  policy  of 
encouraging  its  seminary  teachers 
to  work  toward  higher  degrees  and 
toward  a higher  level  of  capability 
in  education  and  in  research,”  said 
Dr.  Asael  C.  Lambert,  head  of  the 
department  of  educational  adminis- 
tration. He  pointed  out  that  the  de- 
mand for  this  sort  of  work  has 
been  overwhelming. 

The  first  term  will  begin  June 
and*  end  July  24.  The  annual  Tim- 
panogos  hike  will  be  held  July 
24  and  25.  The  Alpine  term  will 
begin  July  27  and  end  August 
Visiting  faculty  members  and 
group  of  well-known  lecturers 
current  problems  will  deliver  gen- 
eral assembly  lectures  throughout 
the  first  term.
